Counseling for Saginaw High School Seniors has as its objectives the development of good school citizenship and 
preparation for graduation and after graduation activities. This means the presentation of matters connected with the 
general activities of the school, as well as those more restricted to graduation. 

Early in the Senior Year the counseling presents the scholastic side of graduation by considering the "point standing" 
of pupils. The "level of graduation" and "rank in the graduating class" is determined on this basis. There are 
three levels of graduation toward which pupils are encouraged to strive; with high honor, with honor, and with 
recommendation. 


Explanation of the "gift scholarships" and "competitive scholarships" as well as the "loan scholarships" is given 
in the Senior Year because it has been found that many have made no definite plans for furthering their education 
beyond high school until they have reached the Senior Year. 

Aside from the honors which for the most part are awarded at graduation time, and are based on character 
rating, scholastic standing, and participation in school activities, are an invitation to the Honor Banquet, (shared 
with Juniors and Sophomores) and the D.A.R. Good Citizenship Pilgrim chosen from the Senior girls. 

The months prior to graduation are filled with discussion of details of graduation activities, the keeping of 
graduation expenses within a reasonable limit, requirements for advanced educational work, the functions of 
Commencement Week, the "Aurora" and the Senior Play. 

In order to "knit" the various home room activities together and to get the viewpoint of various Senior groups, 
the four class officers are aided by the Senior Central Committee, comprised of pupils elected by the various Senior 
Home Rooms. By so doing the theory of Democracy is put to work.

alumni scholarships 


The Senior Class of 1920, after a highly successful financial year, decided to turn over $250 to the Alumni Asso- 
ciation trustees to serve as the foundation for a fund to be called the "Alumni Scholarship." Profits from football 
games, plays, and the yearbooks were added to the fund until April, 1935. Then, by court action, the United Ad- 
visory Scholarship commission came into permanent possession of the money. They were instructed to make awards 
only to Saginaw High School graduates. 


Today Alumni Scholarship winners are selected jointly upon recommendation of the faculty and the United Scholar- 
ship Commission. The selection is based on character, scholastic standing, participation, and achievement in various 
recognized school activities; quality of leadership, regard for authority, evidence of future public spirit, sense of serv- 
ice; all elements which make for a thorough and constructive American citizen. Scholarships are awarded only as 
funds are available.

Counseling in the Eleventh Grade is handled through weekly group meetings in the Home Room and through 
individual conferences with the pupil. While all counseling deals with character development, the main stress in this 
grade is on CONDUCT and BEHAVIOR, emphasizing such characteristics as honesty, dependability, loyalty to one's 
self and to the school, co-operation, courtesy, and good leadership; in fact, all characteristics that would be of value in 
the development of good leadership for the civic community. 


Each year special stress is placed on some certain phase. This year the emphasis is centered on "Courtesy and Con- 

sideration for others." 
| Other important items discussed in these weekly group meetings are: 

“The School Code, ‘Order with Freedom and Courtesy’, its true meaning and how each one could apply it in his 
daily life; 

"The Jones’ Personality Chart” or "The Pupil Profile", with the list of qualities stressed and how these affect the 
future lives of each pupil. One trait chart is kept on the bulletin board of each Home Room about three weeks to 
try to impress that trait upon the pupils; 

"The Personnel File",—what it contains and how significant it is in the life of each pupil; 

"Camp Minniwanca”, how it operates and how Juniors are selected for it; 

"Wolverine Boys' State", its purpose in developing the best in leadership through actual participation from a 
political point of view, and how boys are chosen to go. 

Through individual conferences, a pupil is able to discuss more personal things with the teacher and each gets 
to know the other better. Many difficulties are cleared up through these personal conferences and much good is 
accomplished.

When a Sophomore enters Senior high school, he naturally is confronted by many problems of adjustment: adjust- 
ment to a new school with customs and traditions new to him, a new routine, and a new course of study. To help him 
in making this adjustment, Saginaw High school has a counseling system. Sophomores are divided into home rooms 
of about thirty students each. To each room a member of the faculty is assigned as adviser. Once a week these groups 


meet to talk over various matters of concern to Sophomores. The material to be discussed in these weekly meetings 
is outlined by the grade counselor. 


Three objectives are emphasized in the counseling material: first, the development of good school citizenship and 
morale; second, instruction about school routine and the multiplicity of matters Sophomores have to learn about their 


new school and their part in it; and third, guidance in choosing a course of study adapted to each student's ability and 
future plans. 


In addition to these weekly discussions, each Sophomore has an individual, often several, conferences, with his 
advisor in order to plan, completely and in detail, the subjects he will take in each of the six semesters of his high 


school course. Though later changes may be necessary, every student, in his Sophomore year, fills out this Plan of 
Work. 


Usually the same adviser remains with his group for at least two years. When problems arise, it is the advisor 
who should first be consulted by parents or teachers.
